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No  Limit  — A Post  Piirim  Message 

by  Rabbi  Irving  Schreier 


Some  weeks  ago  1 wrote 
letters  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Federal  Republic  of  Germany 
and  the  German  Ambassador  in 
Ottawa  protesting  the  im- 
plementation of  the  Statute  of 
Limitations  at  the  end  of  1979. 
The  Statute  of  Limitations 
would  in  effect  grant  legitimacy 
to  war  criminals  and  would 
permit  them  to  reenter  society 
as  citizens  without  official 
blemish. 

I received  a letter  of  reply 
from  the  German  Embassy  in 
which  was  included  an  official 
transcript  of  a speech  delivered 
by  Federal  Chancellor  Helmut 
Schmidt  at  the  Cologne, 
Germany  Synagogue  on 
November  9,  1978.  This  speech 
was  in  observance  of  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  infamous 
and  never  to  be  forgotten 
Kristall  nacht,  November  9, 
1938.  This  night  marked  one  of 
the  stages  along  the  path  leading 
to  the  hell  of  the  Holocaust. 

The  tone  of  this  speech  is  a 
rather  conciliatory  one,  and 
touches  upon  basic  issues  of 
mankind  and  human 
relationships.  The  following  is 
excerpted  precisely  without 
paraphrasing. 

“We  fervently  call  upon  the 
Jews  throughout  the  world  and 
upon  all  our  neighbours,  not  to 
measure  our  second  German 
democracy  in  terms  of  the  few 
muddled  extremists  and 
terrorists  who,  in  other  states  as 
well,  are  impervious  to  reason 
and  can  hardly  be  prevented 
from  emerging. 

“At  this  point  I would  like  to 
voice  my  gratitude  to  the 
Central  Council  of  German 
Jews  for  always  sharing,  in 
public,  our  confidence  in  this 
matter.  The  right-wing  ex- 
tremists will  certainly  not  find  a 
home  among  us  — nor  will  the 
left-wing  extremists. 

“We  shall  soon  require  the 
advice  of  our  Jewish  citizens  in 
another  question  which  will 
summon  each  of  us  to  assume 
personal  responsibility. 

“The  statute  of  limitations 
applicable  to  murder,  after  30 
years  have  elapsed,  presents  us 
with  a momentous  problem  in 
1979.  It  requires  a decision  in 
which  significant  moral 
principles  are  bound  to  clash. 


“We  politicians  and 
legislators  shall  listen  to  what 
Dur  Jewish  citizens,  our  friends 
in  Israel  and  our  neighbours 
have  to  tell  us.  Each  of  us  will 
pray  that  his  conscience  may 
guide  him  in  finding  the  right 
action  in  this  question.” 

During  my  recent  trip  to  Los 
Angeles,  California  for  the 
Rabbinical  Convention  I.  paid,  a 
visit  to  a friend  of  long- 
standing. Dr.  Benjamin  Yapko, 
Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Jewish  Education  of  Greater 
Los  Angeles.  We  had  not 
touched  bases  for  a number  of 
years.  As  I prepared  to  leave  his 
office  to  return  to  to  my  hotel, 
he  asked  that  1 take  the  time  to 
tour  the  most  impressive  area  of 
the  Education  Bureau  building. 
This  was  the  Martyrs  Memorial, 
a project  of  the  Jewish 
Federation  of  Los  Angeles. 

I found  the  Martyrs 
Memorial  not  only  impressive 
but  soul  shattering.  Entering  the 
Memorial  there  is  an  arched 
opening  that  leads  to  a passage 
consisting  of  four  cut-away 
trains,  with  slots  and  plexiglass 
in  the  side  walls.  This  passage 
simulates  the  infamous  cattlecar 
transports  of  the  Holocaust  era. 
A light  behind  the  walls 
illuminates  the  names  of 
martyred  loved  ones  and  once- 
thriving  communities  of  Europe 
where  Jewish  life  has  been 
destroyed. 

From  the  passage  we  entered 
a crypt  in  the  shape  of  a rotunda 
which  reflects  an  atmosphere  of 
solemnity  and  fellowship.  The 
marble  floor  in  this  area  has 
bronze  discs  12  inches  in 
diameter  upon  which  are 
engraved  the  names  of  con- 
centration camps. 

A marble  sarcophagus 
located  above  a pit  symbolizes  a 
grave.  Above  the  sarcophagus 
six  flickering  eternal  lights  burn 
in  memory  of  the  six  million. 

In  the  rear  of  the  crypt  two 
arches  pay  homage  to  the  Ten 
Commandments,  the  heart  of 
the  Jewish  faith  for  which  the 
Holocaust  martyrs  died. 
Suspended  from  a crome-plated 
arch  hangs  a yellow-cornered 
Star  of  David,  intertwined  with 
rusty  barbed  wire. 

From  the  crypt  we  entered  a 
chapel,  intended  for  services, 
lectures,  or  solitary  con- 


templation. After  we  left  these 
areas,  we  went  to  the  Display 
Rooms  which  contained 
photographs,  models, 
manuscripts,  books, 
documents,  clothing,  utensils, 
and  other  articles  bearing 
witness  to  the  suffering  of  Jews 
in  ghettos  and  concentration 
camps.  It  seems  to  me  that  in 
every  detail  this  project  has 
endeavored  to  create  a mood 
appropriate  to  the  solemnity  of 
a Memorial  commemorating  a 
tragedy  of  unspeakable 
proportions. 

On  Shabbat,  March  10,  we 
commemorated  Shabbat 
Zachor,  the  Sabbath  of 
Remembrance.  This  Sabbath 
always  occurs  immediately 
before  the  holiday  of  Purim,  to 
remind  us  of  the  consequences 
of  evil  and  evil  men.  On  this

Sabbath  we  remember  Amalek, 
the  biblical  archetype  of  evil, 
the  exemplar  of  creatures  in 
human  form  who  are  totally 
devoid  of  pity  and  fundamental 
humanity.  On  Shabbat  Zachor 
the  Torah  bids  us  “Remember 
what  Amalek  did  to  us,  never 
forget.” 

I remind  Chancellor  Schmidt 
that  there  are  no  statutes  of 
limitations  on  the  deeds  of 
Amalek;  and  the  cries  of  our 


slaughtered  brethren  still  are 
heard.  Though  decades  have 
passed,  our  pain  has  not 
diminished.  I remind  the 
Chancellor  that  Exodus 
XVII:  14  gives  him  sound  ad- 
vice: “write  this  for  a memorial 
in  the  book  and  rehearse  it. ..for 
the  L-rd  will  have  war  with 
Amalek  from  generation  to 
generation.

Dr.  Barry  Nadolny  was  born 
in  Ottawa  in  August,  1949.  In 
1970  he  entered  Medicine  at  the 
University  of  Ottawa  and 
graduated  with  honors.  While 
there,  he  won  the  John  Burke 
and  Aesculapian  Society  prize 
for  Highest  Standing  in 
Surgery.  After  graduation, 
Barry  interned  at  the  Montreal 
General  Hospital  followed  by  a 
year  of  residency  in  internal 
medicine.
